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RtED AGAIN CHOSEN 
AS THE SPEAKER 


NOM BATED BY THE REPUBLI 
CAN CAUCUSES. 


The F'fty-fourth Congress Assembled 
at Noon Today—President’s Mes­ 
sage to be Read Tomorrow-—Pro­ 
gram For the W eek—Other Men 
Chosen for the Various Offices. 
W ashington, Dec. 2.—The first week 
of the LIVth congress, which convenes 
at noon to-day, promises nothing at 
either end of the capitol in the way of 
actual legislation. The time before the 
Christmas holidays is usually devoted 
to preliminary matters, and the work 
of the session does not begin until after 
the recess. 
The new 
congress 
will 
probably not be an exception to this 
rule. . The senate proceedings may be 
enlivened by an attempt at reorganiza­ 
tion, but in the house nothing can be 
done until the committees are appoint­ 
ed. 
Speaker-elect Reed says that the 
committees will not be announced this 
week, with, perhaps, a single exception 
—the committee on rules. 
This com­ 
mittee formulates the rules which are 
to govern the house during the session, 
and it is customary for the speaker to 
name it during the first week in order 
that it can immediately begin its labors. 
W hile it is believed that the rules of 
the L ist congress, over which Mr. Reed 
presided, will be reported for the guid­ 
ance of the present house, it is under­ 
stood th at a few changes will be made 
as a result of experience which are de­ 
signed to still further 
improve 
the 
house machinery and the facilitation of 
public business. 
To-day Mr. Kerr, clerk of the last 
house, will call the house to order. Af­ 
ter the roll call the election of the offi­ 
cers nominated by the Republican cau­ 
cus on Saturday night will occur and 
as soon as Mr. Reed is formally in­ 
stalled as speaker, the drawing of seats, 
which is known as the congressional 
' ‘raffle,” will follow. 
This is a some­ 
w hat tedious but amusing affair and 
will occupy the remainder of the after­ 
noon. The reading of the president’s 
message will consume Tuesday and at 
its conclusion the house will probably 
adjourn until Thursday, and on conven­ 
ing Thursday adjourn immediately to 
Monday. These adjournments will con­ 
tinue, probably, until the committees 
are announced. 
This is the program, 
but the unexpected might occur, as it 
so often does in the house, if some as­ 
piring member should introduce a sen­ 
sational resolution and ask for its im­ 
mediate consideration. 
The 
Republican 
caucus Saturday 
night named Mr. Reed for speaker and 
the following officers: 
Clerk, Alexander McDowell of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Sergeant-at-arms, Benjamin F. Rus­ 
sell of Missouri. 
Doorkeeper, William J. Glenn of New 
York. 
Postmaster, Joseph (J. McElroy of 
Ohio. 
Chaplain, the Rev. H. N. Couden of 
Michigan. 
The Hon. Galusha A. Grow, who was 
speaker of the house in 1859, nominated 
Mr. Reed in the caucus. He simply pre­ 
sented Mr. Reed’s name and the nomi­ 
nation was made by a rising vote and 
amid cheers. 
Mr. Grow, Mr. Cannon 
and Mr. Payne escorted Mr. Reed to 
the hall, and when the cheering which 
greeted his appearance had subsided he 
made a brief speech of acceptance. 
W hen Mr. Reed 
had 
finished his 
speech Mr. Foss of Illinois and Mr. Hil- 
born of California each presented him 
with a gavel. These he accepted with 
appropriate remarks, in the course of 
which he alluded to the fact that he had 
, spent some years on the Pacific coast 
as a young man. 
In closing his re­ 
m arks Mr. Reed said: “To all the au­ 
dience I must add that I cannot under­ 
take to reconcile the differences of these 
gentlemen as to their metallic views.” 
Previous,to Mr. Reed’s nomination 
the caucus had organized by electing 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio chairman of the 
caucus by a vote of 158 to 74 for Mr. 
Henderson of Iowa. Mr. Ellis of Ore­ 
gon was elected secretary by a vote of 
139 to 77 for Mr. Hooker of New York 
Mr. Grosvenor’s election was a victory 
for what was known as the McDowell 
combination on hduse officers, and fore­ 
shadowed the success of the “combine 
ticket. 
In view of the fact that the message 
will not be received until Tuesday the 
proceedings of Monday in the senate 
will consist in the swearing in of the 
newly elected members who may be 
present and the appointment of a com­ 
m ittee to wait upon the president. The 
session will probably not continue be­ 
yond I o’clock, when the Republicans 
•will meet in caucus. The message will 
be read on Tuesday forenoon. The brief 
sessions of Wednesday and Thursday 
will be devoted largely to the introduc­ 
tion of bills, of which there will be 
several hundred. 
Following 
prece­ 
dents, 
the senate will adjourn on 
Thursday until the following Monday. 
One or two brief executive sessions for 
the reference of nominations are also 
among the probabilities for the week. 
If the Republicans decide upon an ef­ 
fort to reorganize, as is now generally 
conceded, the Democrats will follow 
w ith a conference on Tuesday or 
Wednesday, at which they 
probably 
will decide upon a course of action. It 
now appears probable that all three 
parties will place candidates for presi­ 
dent pro tem. in the field, and in that 
event the week will be enlivened some­ 


what by a triangular contest for this I 
and the other offices of the senate.

A call has been issued for a meeting J 
of silver senators to be held in the mar­ 
ble room at l l o’clock today for the pur­ 
pose of discussing the feasibility of or­ 
ganizing the senate on a silver basis. 
It is signed by four Populist senators 
and has been sent to all the Republican 
and silver senators who have professed 
allegiance to the silver cause.

Texas Crop. 
Galveston, Tex., Dec. 2.—The week­ 
ly weather and crop bulletin issued 
by the Texas weather service and the 
United States weather bureau jointly 
states that the weather during the past 
week was very unfavorable for late 
cotton. All cotton yet alive has been 
killed, and with the opening and pick­ 
ing of the mature bolls, the crop will 
be gathered. 
Cotton picking is com­ 
pleted in most localities. The corn crop 
is virtually saved, and tho yield was 
very large. 
The rains were of great 
benefit to early sown wheat and oats. 
W heat sowing is nearing completion. 
The weather on the morning of the 
25th killed all tender vegetation 
and 
small fruit, where not protected, except 
along the coast line. 


Sensational Ro no or D iscredited. 
London, Dec. 2.—The story that a 
British warship has been fired upon in 
the Dardanelles is merely a rumor, and 
there is no confirmation for it what­ 
ever. Beyond a dispatch to the Obser­ 
ver nothing is known here regarding 
the alleged firing and it is the consen­ 
sus of opinion that the report is un­ 
founded. Any such action on the part 
of the commanders of the Turkish forts 
ie thought to be exceedingly improb­ 
able.

Condition of the Financial Institutions 
of the Country Reviewed in Detaij 
Suggestion for 
Amendments 
to 
Laws—The New Institutions That 
Were Organized. 
Washington, Dec. 2.—The report of 
James H. Eckel’s, comptroller of the 
currency, was submitted to congress to­ 
day. 
The total number 
of national 
banks organized since the date the first 
certificate of authority was issued, June 
20, 1863, to the close of the report year, 
has been 5,023, making a yearly aver­ 
age of 152. Of the number organized, 
there were in active operation on Oct. 
31 last 3,715, with an authorized capital 
stock of $664,136,915, or an average capi­ 
tal stock of $178,772 for each bank. The 
total amount of their circulation out­ 
standing was $213,887,630, 
of which 
amount $190,180,901 was 
secured 
by 
United States bonds, and $23,706,669 by 
lawful money deposited with the treas­ 
urer of the United States. 
During the report year forty-three 
banks were organized, located in twen­ 
ty different states, with an aggregate 
capital stock of $4,890,000. 
Of these 
new banks twenty-eight, with a capital 
stock of $2,530,000, are in the northern 
and northwestern section of the coun­ 
try, and fifteen, with a capital stock ag­ 
gregating $2,360,000, in the south and 
southwest. 
The number of banks or­ 
ganized during the year was less than 
30 per cent of the yearly average. 
There was a net increase during the 
year of $10,779,597 in the amount of cir­ 
culation secured by bonds and a gross 
increase of $6,322,540 in the total cir­ 
culation. 
On Sept. 28, 1895, the date of the last 
report of condition of the 3,712 banks 
then reporting, their total 
resources 
were $3,423,629,343.63, of which $2,059,- 
408,402.27 represented their loans and 
discounts and $356,577,580.61 money of 
all kinds in bank. Of their liabilities 
$1,701,653,621.28 represented individual 
deposits, $336,888,350.86 surplus and net 
undivided profits and $182,481,610.50 
outstanding 
circulation 
secured 
by 
bonds. 
Of the 3,715 banks in active operation 
2,901 with a capital stock of $536,725, 
832 are in the northern aDd northeast­ 
ern half of the country, and 814, with a 
capital stock of $126,848,950 in the 
south and southwest. There are 2,611 
national banks located east of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, with a capital stock of 
$527,612,792, and 1,104 west of the Mis­ 
sissippi, with a capital stock of $135,- 
961,990. 
The corporate existence 
of 
seventy-one national banks in sixteen 
states, with a capital stock of $10,662, 
and a total circulation of $3,226,275, has 
been extended during the year. 
Receivers for thirty-six banks have 
been appointed during the year. The 
aggregate capital stock of these banks 
was $5,235,020, and their circulation 
$1,003,402. 
During the year 101 divi­ 
dends were paid, amounting to $3,380,- 
552.65. 
The following amendments to the law 
are recommended: 
1. 
That the comptroller, with the 
approval of the secretary of the treas­ 
ury, be empowered in all proper cases 
to remove officers and directors of na­ 
tional banks for violations of law and 
mismanagement, first according them a 
for your | hearing on charges preferred. 
2. That the loans of any bank to its 
executive officers and employes be re­ 
stricted and made only upon the ap­ 
proval of the board of directors, a sep­ 
arate written record thereof boing kept. 
3. That the assistant cashier, in the 
absence of the cashier, be authorized to 
sign the circulating notes of the bank 
and reports of condition. 
4. That some class of public officers 
be empowered to administer the gen­ 
eral oaths required by the national bank 
act. 
5. That bank examiners be required 
to take an oath and execute a bond be 
fore entering upon the discharge of 
their duties. 
6. That upon a day in each year, to 
be designated by the comptroller, the 
directors of national banks shall be re­ 
quired to make an examination of the 
affairs of the banks and submit to the 
comptroller a report thereon upon the 
blanks to be furnished for such pur­ 
pose. 
7. That the comptroller be author­ 
ized to issue to national banking asso­ 
ciations circulating notes to the par 
value of the bonds deposited by them 
with the treasurer of the United States 
to secure such notes. 
8. That the semi-annual tax levied 
on account of the circulating notes of 
national banks be reduced so as to 
equal but one-fourth of I per cent per 
annum. 


Another 
Complication Added to the 
Turkish Bmbroglio— Forts on the 
Dardanelles Fire on a British Ship 
Powers Not in Accord—Union Jack 
No Longer Impress Respect. 
London, Dec. 2.—A letter from Aden. 
Arabia, dated Nov. 20, gives details of 
the Arabian revolt against the sultan 
In Yemen, the coffee-growing district of 
southwestern Arabia. The importance 
of the outbreak lies in it» proximity to 
Mecca. The loss- to the sultan of the 
Mussulman holy city would probably 
mean his deposition, hence the strenu­ 
ous official denial's which have been 
made of the existence of the rebellion. 
So far the revolt has been confined to 
the district around Kharmax, two days’ 
journey from Saana, the capital of Ye­ 
men. The rebels number 45,000 Arab* 
armed with Martini and Snyder rifle* 
and led by Sayyid, a pretender to the 
Imanship of the whole Yemen country, 
who wields a great influence and sur­ 
reptitiously collects tribute or taxes 
from all Arabs under Turkish rule. 
Six thousand Turkish troops recently 
arrived at Saana from Constantinople 
and were distributed among the garri­ 
sons in the Kharmar 
district. 
The 
rebels had already captured, alter se­ 
vere fighting and great bloodshed, two 
Turkish forts at Kharmar. and Balduba. 
In the latter 300 Turks were killed. The 
garrison fled to Masmer and begged the 
sheiks to help recapture B&lduba. The 
sheiks refused and were taken ta Saana 
and imprisoned. The telegraph iii con­ 
stantly cut, and Sayyid, the pretender, 
burns the letters ana presents which 
the sultan sends.

Pennsylvania Rh. I road Fatal ties. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 2.—The returns 
to the department of internal affairs 
of the steam railroads operating in 
Pennsylvania show that 1,538 were 
killed and 10,605 injured by them dur­ 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30, 1895. 
Of those killed, twenty-nine were pas­ 
sengers, 447 employes and 1,107 other 
persons. The passengers injured num­ 
bered 612, employes 8,346 other persons 
1,649. 
B ishop W ay m an Dead.

Wayman, senior bishop of the African 
Methodist church, died of paralysis Sat­ 
urday at his home in this city. 


B elief th at th e Pow ers Have' Quarreled 
A m ong Themselves* 
Constantinople, via Sofia, Nor. 30.— 
The ordering back to Salonica Bay of 
the British gunboat Dryad; which had 
been ordered up to the Dardanelles at 
the request of the British Ambassador, 
Sir Philip Currie, in anticipation of the 
promised granting of the firmans by 
the Sultan for war ships to pass 
through, is officially explained on the 
ground that the proposed action would 
do more harm than good by inflaming 
the fanaticism of the Turks against for­ 
eigners on account of’the supposed af­ 
front to the Sultan of what would 
lave amounted to a naval demonstra­ 
tion against Constantinople. The effect 
of the abandonment of its purpose by 
Great Britain on the situation in Tur­ 
key is awaited with anxiety and great 
interest. Undoubtedly one effect of the 
ordering back of the Dryad to Salonica 
is that the belief in the oft-alleged con­ 
cert of the powers in their attitude to­ 
ward Turkey is wanting. 
W hether 
Great Britain is influenced by the al­ 
leged danger to foreigners from fanatic 
Turks which would ensue upon the 
proposed demonstration,, or whether she 
has learned to doubt the approval of 
her action which m ight be accorded by 
the other powers, is, therefore, a ques­ 
tion which is discussed on both sides. 
United States M inister A. W. Terrell 
has received from A intab. on the south­ 
ern slopes of Mount Taurus, a dispatch 
which states that the American mis­ 
sionaries there are safe and were un­ 
harmed in the recent massacre, and 
have not required the services of spe­ 
cial guards. 
Reports of a fanatical outbreak in 
Caesarea have created anxiety as to the 
safety of. the American mission there, 
and Minister Terrell has wired for an 
inquiry, to which answer is still await­ 
ed. The non-arrival of private letters 
from Karpoot and Sivas also has a dis­ 
quieting effect. 
It is; stated that the American Ad­ 
miral at Smyrna recently asked per­ 
mission to bring an ironclad here to 
visit the Sultan, but permission was 
refused.

F IR E ON A BR IT ISH SHIP. 


Turkey Seem s to B e Losing R espect for 
th e Union Jock. 
Odessa, Dec. 2.—Many British cap­ 
tains are complaining of the provoca­ 
tive attitude of the Turks in the Dar­ 
danelle* Captain Noble of the steam­ 
ship Loch Rannoch says th at a few 
days, ago he arrived at Chanakin, in the 
Dardanelles, four minutes after sun­ 
down. Two blank shots, one from each 
sljore, were fired at the Loch Rannoch. 
Thinking that this was done in the 
course of m ilitary maneuvers, Captain 
Noble paid no attention, when three 
shells were fired, one of them coming 
within a yard of Captain Noble’s head 
He reversed his engines and signaled. 
He was so astonished that he thought 
war had been declared between Great 
Britain and Turkey, as usually a time 
margin is allowed at sundown. 
The 
head of the Dardanelles is covered with 
torpedoes, to the great anxiety of mer­ 
chantmen. One exploded recently and 
nearly wrecked a French vessel.

Mr. Metcalf was an old resident of 
this city, and was a man universally 
loved and respected. The Portrait and 
Biographical Album of Bock County 
give the following sketch of his life: 
'‘John C. Metcalf was born near 
Oxford, Pa., January 16, 1825. 
His 
father was of English descent and his 
mother of Irish parentage. 
When 
eight years of &ge John went to Bel­ 
mont, Ohio, where he attended the 
public schools and later entered Hope­ 
well Academy of Chester county, as a 
student, and graduated in the class of 
1849. 
His education was obtained 
under difficulties that would have dis­ 
couraged a lad possessed of less spirit 
mud ambition. He was obliged to earn 
the money to start on, and then, as he 
progressed, had to work at tee ching 
and often at the hardest manual labor 
In order to procure means to defray 
his expenses at the academy. 
W orked H is Why Through C ollege. 
During vacations when other stu­ 
dents were enjoying their hours of 
leisure with family and friends he 
was working as a common laborer, 
carrying a hod for bricklayers. In the 
meademy he taught penmanship and 
mathematics to help pay his way and 
then had to study all the harder to 
keep pace with his classes. 
On com­ 
pleting his schooling he determined to 
qualify himself for the medical pro­ 
fession and again resorted to school 
teaching to provide the means. 
On June 3d, 1851, he was married 
to Miss Julietta M. Massoletta, whose 
father, an Italian, was then chief 
clerk in the navy yard at Washing­ 
ton, D. C. 
While pursuing his medi­ 
cal studies Mr. Metcalf received the 
tempting effer of a clerkship in the 
Interior 
Department 
at 
Wash­ 
ington, 
which 
he 
ac­ 
cepted and remained in that city from 
1851 to 1853 inclusive. 
He then re­ 
moved to Muskingum county, Ohio, 
settling near Zanesville, 
where he 
was engaged in farming for three years 
He came to Wisconsin in the employ 
of railroad contractors. 
In 1861 he 
enlisted for the late war and was com­ 
missioned second lieutenant Go. M, 2d 
Regiment, Wisconsin 
Cavalry. 
He 
was promoted to quartermaster of 
his regiment and served until April, 
1863, when he was mustered out on 
account of physical disability. His 
military service was principally ren­ 
dered in the states of Missouri, Ar­ 
kansas and Mississippi/ 
H is B usiness Career. 
Soon after his return from the war, 
having 
practically 
recovered 
his 
health, Mr. Metcalf accepted a posi­ 
tion in the Paymaster General’s office 
at Washington, 
which 
he 
held 
until March, 
1864, when he was 
offered and accepted the position of 
chief book-keeper in the First National 
hank of Janesville. 
This position he 
Ailed for nineteen years. 
He then 
resigned to accept the appointment as 
cashier in the Merchants’ and Me­ 
chanics’ hayings bank of this city, 
where he spent one year. 
He was 
next engaged in the leaf tobacco busi­ 
ness with H. B. Delong and subse­ 
quently was in the same line with L. 
B. Oarle. 
In 1886 he engaged in the 
general insurance business, which he 
continued until he was compelled to 
give up active business pursuits by 
reason of failing health. 
"In political sentiments Mr. Met­ 
calf was a republican and was called 
upon to fill various other positions of 
honor and trust. 
He served four 
years as a member of the common 
council, eight years as a member of 
the county board of supervisors and 
was member of the last named b )dy 
Air three years. 
In April, 1887, he 
was elected a member of the board of 
education and served as clerk. 
P olitical and Social L if«. 
"In early life he was a whig and 
east his first vote for President Tay­ 
lor. He also voted in 1856 for John C. 
Fremont, the first presidential candi­ 
date of the republican party. 
De­ 
ceased was a member of Western Star 
Lodge No. 14, A. F. and A. M ; Janes­ 
ville Chapter No. 5, R. A. M.; Janes-

W ill the 0. A N. W. road be com­ 
pelled to (>pull up stakes” in Janesville 
o r can arrangem ents be made whereby 
they can get sufficient yard room in 
th is city? 
A man who knows w hat he is talk 
ling about today said that is is “ one or 
th e other.” 
The question is of g reat import­ 
ance, for if th e company cannot make 
su itab le arrangem ents they will, in all 
jprobability be "compelled to change 
th e end of this division, thus causing 
th e removal of 1,500 or 
2,000 people 
from this city. 
For a long tim e the 
company has 
been greatly in need of more yard 
room. 
The local yards will now ac­ 
commodate between 800 and 400 cars, 
b u t for some tim e past they h$ve been 
compelled to handle betw een 1,800 
and 
2,000 
ears 
in 
this 
lim 
lied 
space. 
This 
has 
caused 
no end 
of 
trouble. 
For 
hours 
long freight trains have been com­ 
pelled to w ait for a chance to get into 
the yards, w hile the sidetracks a t 
Clinton, Shopiere, M ilton 
and Fort 
Atkinson have been filled w ith trains 
th a t sometimes had to w ait half a day. 
T his has caused great annoyance and 
expense, and the company m ust make 
nome arrangem ents to do aw ay w ith 
it in the future. 
From Chicago to H arvard the dis­ 
tance is 63 miles; from Harvard to 
Janesville is 28 miles; from Harvard. 
to Oshkosh is 131 miles; from Oshkosh

The skin of 
ihe kangaroo has a wonderfully mus- 
P rular fibre, which contributes largely 
to the strength of the animal, enabling 
the females to carry their young in 
their pouch until old enough to take 
care of themselves, and aiding the kan­ 
garoo in his long leaps when in motion. 
!The animal is a native of Australia ana 
I adjacent islands. It is a distinct spe­ 
cies, and has no counterpart in other 
countries. There are a great number of 
families, some scarcely larger than a 
1 “at, others of almost gigantic size. The 
giant kangaroo (Macropus major), the 
family which furnishes the most valua­ 
ble skins, was discovered by Captain 
Cook about a century ago, at which time 


I t attracted much attention among nat­ 
uralists. The natives of Australia call 
the old males “booma,” and are slow 
^to attack them. 
The “booma” has 
■ paws as large as those of a mastiff, 
I though of different shape. His feet are 
his weapons, and when attacked he is a 
dangerous antagonist. When raised to 
his full height his hind legs and tail 
form a tripod, upon which his body 
Tests, carrying his head as high as that 
of a man on horseback. The kangaroo 
Hives upon vegetable food, and roams 
| over the plains of Australia in large 
flocks. 
Its teeth are so constructed 
that it can feed upon roots and live up­ 
on barren plains, where other animals 
would starve, and to its destruction of 
foots is attributed the sterile plains so 
^common in Australia. When feedings 
large male stands at his full height and 
acts as sentinel, while the balance of 
the flock lie on their sides and browse. 


A t the slightest approach of danger the 
sentinel sounds the alarm, and In an 
^instant all are erect upon their hind 
feet. They leap with their forepaws 
clasped close to their body, the.tail 
stretched backward, while the powerful 
thigh muscles are caused suddenly to 
straighten to the joints, by which act 
the body flies through the air on a low 
[Curve. 
The ordinary jump is about 
[nine feet, but thirty feet is often made 
I at a leap. When pursued by hunters 
and on level ground, or on an up-grade, 
they can outrun the fleetest dog, but 
[down-grade they lose their balance anc 
lroll over. The flesh of the kangaroo 
[furnishes excellent 
food, 
Kangaroo 
[venison being considered a dainty dish, 
|while the tail furnishes an excell&nt 
tnd nutritious soup.
